—peire, And by reaſon Age was now ſo much growne 
tyar be tonnd bimſelfe wearied, and dnable to exerciſe the 
| care that belongeth to the government of fo mighty a Natfon :. alſo

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was turned to hatred: and the cauſe of his impoꝛtunacie to the King 
to haue her fond, was witha malicious diſpoſition of Revenge, not 
of any Honourable inclinatton, being of ſuch variable and inton⸗ 
tant Nature, that the leaſt. occaſion altered his wauc ring minde, 
either to loue 02 hatred: Which was vnfit fog a man of ſo great a 
birth as he derfued himſelfe from. And now hauing paſt many dapes 
colouring his pzetence vader the ſhadow of fataed ſozrow, he longed 
to biſtte his Loner Selia. Therekoze finding a time fit fo2 his in⸗ 
tent, he with his Seruant Aldrus rode thither, At his comming,

By this time likewiſe Piſor hadbene in Aſſyria, and againe res 
furned to the Shepheards houſe : Whom Pericles welcommed, 
xs glad that he was ſo ſone returned.

percctutng (apining thereby to winne the Crowne) gathered a great 
multitude of them together, with pzetence of revenge againſt vs, 
which when we heard of, with all the haſt wer could poſſible, we 
Muſtered men loz our defence ; but fo cager were the multitude 
to our deſtruction, together with Oretus his perſwaſions, that betoze 
we were any way able to reũ ſt them, they ſet vpon vs, and ſhed a 
great numberof their owne Conntrep mens blod, that ſt od in our 
defence, and dzaue vs to immure our ſelues within the City. The 
Ling of Armenia hearing of this Rebellion, with great ſped brought 

a mighty great Army into this Land, deſt roping all that came in his 
way, burning both Townes and Cities, and deſtroying the common; 
people with an exceeding great Slaughter. Wyhfch came to Oretus 
bearing, with ſuch terroz, that he pzeſently fled, and left his Confede: | 
rate Rebels to be de ſtroyed by the Enemy: Which cauſed vs bp a 
Herauld to demand whether they would ſubmit themlelues to vs oz 
no ⸗ Dz by their treaſon to ſ their Countries ruine With that 
they peelded, and we gathered all the Fozces we could fo reũ ſt the 
enemies, with whom we fought thꝛe great Battels, and in the ſame

perfozme : and ſo began to Moꝛke, fcituating 
the ſame vpon-a Rockp hill of excœ ding large⸗ 
nelle, that was encompaſſed with a Lake of ex⸗ 
ceding depth, Fitſt encompalling the cireutt ofthe ground, with a 
well framed of the hardeſt Marble or ſuch\maothnefe, without, and 
betght, that it was not to be aſcended, O ver the Lake they framed 
a Bzidge ot exc ding beauty, placing at the entrance two Pozches 
oz Fozttfications „bet wirt them ſetting a Gate of Bzaſſe, curiouily 
wought, with carued Images ol 1 pons, being the Armes of Arabia, 
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On the midlt they placedaDzaw bzidge, dza lone vp on ſuch deuices. 
as the labour of one man was able to doe the lame with lp d. 

At the turther end ol the Bzidge, was their build ed a moſt curi⸗ 
ous wzought Gate⸗houſe, garniched with ones of ſundzy colours, 
and ercœ ding ſtrange ; The entrance thereto was another Gate of 
Wzalte,farre exceeding the firft,fo2 beauty, bignefſe and ſtrength,in 
the midft aboue the top thereof, were placed in the carued fozme of 
ſi xe Golden, Lyons of exceding bigneſſe, whoſe p20poztion might be 
diſcerned karre off. Withtn this Pozch was there a large Court, en⸗ 
compalled round with Turrets, Walls, and Foztifications :within 
the compalle whereof, an Army of Souldters might lye encamped, 
The nextEntrance,was thꝛe gates of Bzalle,carued like the other 
two: over which was built a Tower of wonderfull Beauty, and 
wozkmanſhip framed of Adamant, cut out and carued into the fozme 
ofſozts of Beaſts, Tres,Yeatbs,and Fowles : the beauty whereof, 
would haue held the beholder inadmiratton : on the tops whereof, 
were built foure Pinacles in a Squadzant, whoſe gliſtering Uaines 
and carued wozke,ſhone againſt the Sunne, as ff the ſame had bene 
framed of beaten Gold. Mithin this Tower, was there a Court, 
encompaſſed round about with moſt rich and ſtately Buildings, ha- 
ving le verall ywzes into every building of an inninctble ſtrength, 
framed all of one pꝛopoʒtton, guilded over with Gold. The Window 
of an exceding largenes and beauty: ſuppoꝛted by t wol pons ol car 
ned allablaſter, guilded ouer with old: On the top next to the ETues 
two CTherubs ſtanding in lozme olf Angels, of carued Gold, ſuppo2- 
ting the Picture ot a beautifull Lady : the Windowes diſcovering 
the exceding richneſſe ol the Ghambers within. In the midſt of this 
Court, was framed a clere Fountaine, with diuers ſtreames of wa: 
ter, ſpzinging from the ſame,curioufly carued, and guilded over with 
Gold ;: the bzightneſſe gliſtering ſuch a reflection of the Sunnes 
beames round about, that at the ftrſt entrance it would haue dazeled 
the beholders epes, 

At the further end of this Court was there a Hall of exceving 
largenes, ſuppoʒted within, with Pillars of Gerate, beſet with ſtenes 
of ſundꝛy colours, and exct ding richneſſe, the @krene being framev 
ef the moſt curious wozke ol carued⸗ Mod: the Role of Stone, 
wherein were coloured out the fozmes of all kinds of Fruits: the 
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Walls hung with Rich-Hangings of Arras, containing the Þiſtozies 
ofthe Warres of Troy, In the midſt of this Mall, was kaſtned two 
Pillars, where ts were chatned two Lyons of huge bignes,and won 
derfull ſtrength, denying any farther Entrance, The farther end ol 
the Mall, was without any Wall at all, ſuppozted by Pillars of the 
ſame Geate, lying open fnfo a Garden of exceding largeneſſe, which 
at the firſt entrance into the Hall was gloztouſly diſcerned, In which 
were made Walkes fog pleaſure, Arbours, bozders of Flowers, the 
fozmes of all things cut out in Hearbs: Flowers to delight the Epe, 
pleaſe the ſmell, and of Crange fozmes, and all things ſo curfouſlp 
wzought, as was ſtrange to behold, In the mfdit of this Garden, 
ſtod a Banqueting houſe of round pzopoztfor,the foundation ſuppoz- 
ted by 4. Lyons of carued blew Stone called Ayres: The Mindowes 
round about that encompaſſed the lame, Rn which the Light 
paſſed cleerely without impediment : the Pillars, Caſements, and 
other pꝛopoztions of ſuch excellent wozkmanſhtp, that if ſemed to be 
altogether framd ofThziftall. Dn the top of this houſe tad the fozme 
of anAncell framed ol beaten Sold pointing with his finger towards 
the other Lodgings ok wonderkull rich Building. At the farther end of 
the Garden, the diſcription whereon is hereakter ſet down. UNhenHes 
lyon had finiſhed this wozke,he called vnto him, one called Penthraſus, 
an ancient pꝛołe ſloʒ ol Necromancy, and with him alone, went vnto 
the Pallace, ſhe wing the ſame, and why he had built it, deſiring bis 
Counſell and apd to the perfozmance of his Wu ill. 

Penthraſus deſirous like wiſe to pꝛactiſe his Art, which beloze be 
dur ſt not doe, fo2 by the Lawes of the Land, the ſame was puniſhed 
with death. Which now he thought none durſt contradict, becauſe 
the King was conſcnting thereto; Pzomiled by his Art to make the 
ſame ſo fnvincible, that it ſhould never be overcome by ſtrength: noz 
policy. Then did he adviſe the king to hing Coanſtantia thither, 
and two Damzels to attend her, attyzing her with moſt Rich Oz⸗ 
naments. When the King had perfozmed this, and delivered her 
to Penthraſus : taking a Condition of him, that none but himſelte 
thould be ſuffred to haue entrace there, he departed, leaving her there 
fo be entertained of Penthraſus; who led her into the Callle, aps 
pointing her Damzels where they ſhould haue all things neceCarp::

Whileft they continued in this.conference,Dcloracus came in, ann 
eſpying one in ſuch pꝛiuate with his Mile in that diſguiſe, wondzed 
who it ſhould be, Piera ſane eſpyed him, and leaning her BBzether 
went to him, and told him who it was: MAhere with he embzaced 
Perſicles in his Armes, now perfectly remembzing bim, although 
artefs had much altered him. Alter many ſpeches paſt, Deleratus, 
he, and Piera, went to the Kipg of Perſia, ho knowing him, welcom- 
med him, with exceding kindnefſe. Perſicles then vnfolded his Mil- 
koꝛʒtunes vnto him, t deũ red his aCiffance, in revenge of the wꝛongs 
the Armenians had done him. Which the King of Perſia willingly 
ytelded vnto him: giuing authozity vatoDclorarus to muſter Souldfers 
and make pzoviſion foz their expedition, The newes hereof was 
ſuddenly rumoured in the Court, and many thouſands of Knights 
vaconftrained,pzepared to apdePcrſicles, whom thep honoured foz his 
cxceding valour and carfeſie ; purpoſing toſpend their lines in his 
Dekence, that ofa ſudden one part of the Country was vp in armes, 
and a great Fozce was aſſembled, and conducted into Aily1ia, by 
Deloratus, and; Perlicles, and Piſor, and Oſimus, and alſo many other 
Knights ofereeding valour: Ok whoſe wozthy Expioyts, we will 
bereatterſpeake moze at large. 
Perlicles had ſuch ill ſucce ſſe, that atter he had continued a long 
time in Aſſyria, yet he lo little pzevailed, that he was compelled thzice 
to flys backe into perſia to renew his Fozces. Theſe cruell Marres 
continued many peares, the Ring of Armenia, dełending himſelte, and 
keping pole ſſion ot᷑ the Crown, not withſtanding the Perſian Fezces. 
Deloratus perceiuing that the long continuance of thole Warres 
bad waſted a number of his ſubjects, and pet not withſtanding Perſi⸗ 
cles was ſo farre from polſeion of his right, as at the firft beginning 
of thoſe tedious Marxes.determined to giue ouer: and theteloꝛe al⸗ 
ſembled together ſuch ag were the chiekeſt Rulers ouer the Hoaſt, to 
know their opinion, what further to determine, Who with a gene⸗ 
rall conſent, perl wading him once againe to renew his Fozces, and 
if that then they did not pzevaile,neucr moze to glue the Onſet,

—Arelp the next mozning, Deloratus, Perſicles, Co. 
I chanes, and all the reſt of the chiefe Commanders 
ol the Perlian Armp, were aſſembled, who gane 

l oder, that euerp battell ſbould be planted in ſuch Fa 
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erdured the like, called vnto him the chiefeft Knights in his Campe, 
which wers Altheſus, Golgron, Mulatus, and Lamdelysn, nights of 
Honourable birth, great wiſevome,and appointed valour, vttering to 
them his hearts grtefe, and his earneſt deſite of revenge, deſiring 
them with all ſped to counſell him which way to ſuppzeſſe the Peri- 
ans courage, onolp renined with the apde the ſtrange night had 
bzought them. Amongkt whom it was agred, and generally held beit 
to ſurpztze them at vnawares in the middeſt of their joy: that with 
all ſpæd, and as ſpœ dil as might be they detatned their Fozces,and 
without the noyſe of either Dzum oz Fife, iſſued the City gates. 
Certaine Perſ1anSpyes perceiving their intent, poſted to the Camp, 
and certified their Generall thereof, who gaue commandement that 
without making any kind of ſuſpition, they ſhould continue their 
mirth, ſo that therebp the Armenians might be heartned, to their 
owne duſtruction, Montelyon with a company of Bogzſemen depar⸗ 
ted out of their Campe, a contrary wap fo that the Armenians came, 
with intent to get betwixt them and the City, which afterwards 
loꝛted to effect. The Armenians thinking to make a ſudden flaughter 
$ of them, and nothing af all ſuſpec ing their readineCe to receiue them 
| wifh careleCe haſt appzoached the Campe, with grdy deſire of 
conqueſt, running vpon their Enemies. Whom they found in ſuch 
oꝛderly ſ62t,ready to welcome them, that within an houres ſpace they 
wilht themlelves againe within che City Malls: To recite e very 
particular oł their Contlic, and with what terroz the battell continued 
Co-] would dull my wits with confuſion, zinc ipallp,. m pen ſhall barely 
dero recite the admirable devs of the moſt honeurable of both Armies. 
gaue Perſicles confidering what juſt cauſe he had and with what equity he 
tuch] might challenge his right, wzongfully detained vp his vſurping Foe, 
Hich (vent his Swozd point with the vnrelenting Furp,to the deſtruction 
was ok bis Enemies, pittying their deaths who dyed by his ©wo2d, ay;

dyed. Palian fog a while continued Fight with Perſicles: with euer 
blow receining a d@pe wound, vntill he felt himſelke ſo vnable to hold 
out, that he muſt epther y&ld, dye, oz retyʒe: but euen then came 
Golgron foztunately to his ayde, who with him maintained fight a- 
gainſt Perſicles : who not withſtanding that oddes, had neare hand 
bzonght them both to deſfructfon, bad he not eſpyed Deloratus and 
Cothanes in diſtreſſe, who were bnequally aſſailed by xe valiant 
nights, two of them being Altheſus and Lamdelyon, vnto whom he. 
haſted, giuing them ſuccour by the death of the fir& he met. 

Whileff the Battell was maintained in the Fozeefront by the 
chiefe Commanders of both Armies, and Montelyon with his re⸗ 
ſolued Follewers, whole hearts were enſpired with fiery courage, to 
be guarded by ſo valtant a guide was gotten behind them, and began 
ſuch a Palſacre, that multitudes of a ſuddatne were flaughtercd bp 
bis appzoach, whoſe dæds of valour amazed their fences, with ſuch 
feare, and abated their courage with ſuch terroz, that like as a flocke 
of fearefall ſhe pe, eſpping the appꝛoach ofa deuduring Lyon, ranne 
with amazed feare from his pawes: Euenſo the Armenians fled 
from the deſtroping hands of Montelyon, filling the empty apze 1 
with ſuch diſmall cryes, that the nopſe thereok amazed the hearts ol 

the ffontefft Armenians: Palian and Golgron then turned their 
backe s, making haft thitherwards to know the cauſe, Altheſus and 
Lamdelyon did the like, wohtleſt Deloratus and Perlicles, and: the 
reſt made ſuch hauocke againſt the common Souldfers, that had the 

ght continued long, the whole Fozces of the Armenian Army had 
bene deffroped, | 

Palian and Altheſus met Montelyon not knowing him, : but ſup⸗ 
poſing it was he had made kuch laughter amongft, them the laſt 
dap, both allalled him: who in his heart re jopted that he had met 
with two ſuch Champions to make tryail ef his valeur continuing

fians retyʒed as Hictozs, and the Armemans halte mad with griefe, 
and deſpaire within their Mals, not minding ſuddenly to illue again. 
perſicles and Deloratus honouring Montelyon with their kinde em; 
bzacings, and the Souldiers applauded their valours with re joycings. 
Euerp one acco2ding ts the pzeſent occaſion betoke themſelues to 
their charges ſpending the time in moze joy and ſecuty, then earſt

Arelp the next mozning, Palian aſſembled his 
IJ Counſell to determine what ozder to take foz 
their lecurity: which it behoued them to doe fo; 
el that their Fozces were vtterly diſcouraged, and 
the Country Inhabttants knowing their law⸗ 
fall King to be bing, beganne to reuoit, and de⸗ 
nyedto ayde Palin, either with men oz vicuals,

Bing, which 4lcheſus and one Mutellus fwo Knights of exceding 
valour vndertoke to perfozme the next nigbt. Montelyon, being 
in his Tent, determining to repole himſelfe, yet tæling no dellre to 
flepe : calling fo; the Chꝛontcles of the Warresof Antiochus King 
of Atſyria, and ſpending ſome houres in reading that Hilkozy, bis 
Squire by his commandement being gone fo Bed, about the dead 
time of Night, he heard the neighing ol a Hoſe, as it ſæmed to him 
wit hin the City: again reading and again taping to liſten, his mind 
being ſomewhat troubled, being as yet in his Armour, he gyꝛded his 
Swoꝛd to his fide, determining to walke the round, to ſe how df» 
ligently the Wateh was kept: whom he found leping as ſoundly 
as il they had bene in tbeir quiet Beds, maruelling much at thetr 
dzowollne le, but much moze at their careleſne le, he went from place 
to place, not minding that night to ſlee pe, but himlelke would watch | 
foz them all, Me had not long ſtayed, but he eſpyed two in Armour, 
with haſty (though ſoftly Reps ) paſſing thꝛough the Campe on

Alcheſus ſeeing his daleur, deffred to know his name, which 
Montelyon tolde him. Altheſus was much diſquieted therewith : 
and ſteing bis companton fallen and faint with ettuſlon ol bloud, 
bee thus ſaypd + Knight, at this time J cannot ftap to end the com- 
bat, leʒ by gaz arding mpſelfe, J ſhould endanger the lfnes of many: 
therefoze farewell vntill moze conuentent time to mate the a⸗ 
gaine. With that he turned his backe, and Montelyon ſtouped to 
giue his conquered adverſary bzeath: which reuiued Mutellus : but 
ſe ing Altheſus gone, his heart was ready to dye with grieke. Mon- 
telyon bad him be ol comfozt, foz his intent was to vſe him hono - 
rably ; with that helping him vp, he ledde him to his Tent, calling 
n to attend him, and diſarme him, he went pgeſently to 
P erlic S. 5 8 

The next day Montelyon cauſed Mutellus fo be carryed befoze 
| the Generall, where her declared the cauſe of their departure to- 

wards Armenia, which Perſicles was glad to heare off: that by 
this ftozeknowledge he might pꝛeuent the puapoſcd intent ofhis e- 
nemtes : but moſt of all he re joyced and commended Montelyon fog 
this noble act, Mhich bad they not bene diſcovered, might haue 
bzought the whole Campe into great diſtreſſe: by this meanes e⸗ 
very wap growing into ſuch loue, and admfration of his valour, 
vertue andcurteſie, that they e ſtœemed their onely defence and fe- 
licity conũi ſted in his ſafety : that whereſoever he went, the eyes of 
multitudes awapted him, as being delighted to behold him. Mutel- 
lus deſired Perlicles to appoint his ranſome , but hee committed 
that to Montelyon, who after he had honourably feafted him, ſent 
him ranſomeleſſe to the City. Mutellus fone got entrance, and de 
clared what miskoztune had befallen bim and Altheſus, which 
turned their conceived hope of comfozt into deſpaire, which had ouer⸗ 
come them with feare,had not ſome little hope ol Altheſus eſcape re- 
uiued them. a 5 

Thus remained they many dayes wit hin the City, ſo hardly be · 
fieged, that they were ont ok all hope in getting Uicuals-, but 


were dziuen fo content themſelves with ſpare dpet, ſcantling 2 
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euerp ſouldier and Jnhabitant their allowance, Which they conti⸗ 
nued likewiſe ſo long, expecting to heare from Armenia, that being 
fruſtrated, tbey expected nothing but miſerable famine : which cau⸗ 
led them late in the night, to allemble all their old, weake and impo⸗ 
tent men, vnable to ſerue, and all Momen and Childzen, except 
ſome fewof account, and turned them out ofthe City, to the number 
of ſ xtæne thouſand, whole diſtreſſed eſtafe Perſicles pittied, cauſing 
them to bane ſafficient fod, themſelues building Cabbins to defend 
them krom the weather. 

Perſicles ſœing the miſerable eftate his owne Countrep was in 
and to what e xtremity his Subjects were bzought ; and by this alſo 


knowing that Palian was not able long to endure , but that both he 


and all thoſe within the City, were ready to be famiſhed, of whom 
many were Aſſyrianszthat were conſtrained to that ſubjection, whoſe 
eſtate he pittyed, being vawilling to be gullty of their deffruciorr 
by the adufce and counſell of thole he moſt e ſtemed, but paincipally 
of Deloratus and Moncelyon, he ſent a Yeranld vnto Palian with 
this mefage ; that although he dis vnjuſtly vſurpe his Trowne and 
many other wayes done him intollerable fnjurtes, yet pittying the 
miſerable eſtate he was like to bzing the Citizens into by his cruel- 
fp, he made hin this pzoffer, that notwithſtanding he might wozke 
luffictent reuenge by his death, whole life was now in his mercy, 
be ſhould without interruption, with all his Armenians, haue free 
liberty fo depart out of A(lyria. The Merauld with this meſſage , 
went vnto the City, declaring the cauſe of bis comming, Palian 
alembled his Counſell and returned this anſwere. That what he 
held, was his right by conqueſt, and that would hold: ſcozning he 
Mould ſend any ſach pꝛoffer te him, that was well able to defend him⸗ 
elle, and as little regarded his courteous pzoffer as his malice: Mi. 
thing bim, not to ſtay long, leaſt his Fathers comming inflicted a 
greater puniſhment vpon him then he could eſche w. Perſicles was 
excedinaly vexed with his diſdainefull reply, fearing indeed, that 
ifthe Kings Fozces were once come , {t would be a great cauſe to 
tencthen the Warres, which he carneffly defired might haue an

How karre am J bleft beyond mp deſert , having received ſuch 
favour and gifts of Aymphes, as pet never any man did, tnfomuch 
that they haue elected me to the high Honour of being their Knight :

SEA winded his Yozne, where with there was fachan ex- 
ing Earth-Naake within the Tower, that the Founvatfon 
thereof ke as it it would haue overfurned her ſtately Turrets. 
At whichfirft Sound of the Hozne, one of the Gyants came fazth 
without tpeaking,ftriking at him, but he defended himlſelfe a great 
while on Hozlebacke, vntill the Gpant pꝛeſſed ſo hard vpon him, that 
hs was dꝛiben to withdzaw him to light. Which when he had done, 
he againe aſtapled him, giving him many a deepe wound, and recet - 
ving mum a ſoze bʒuiſe, that had not his god Armour pzeſerved him, 
it had bzonght him in great danger: but in the end be pzevailed ſo 
much by the death ot the urſt Gyant, that be attained the firſt and 
ſecond Foztilicatton of the Bʒidge.

the taht, and perplex® with ſnch doubt, that he could not tell what 
fo doe: Sometimes thinking to follow Philothera: then perſwading 
bimſecife it was but an fllafion : and thinking to caſt off that doubt, 
and goe fozwards, his mind was poſſe # with ſuch deſtre tolæ her 
againe ,fo2 that he ſtod as a man withont ſence, When ſuddatinly 
ſuch a tt darkened all the place, that he could ſcarcely ſ& his hands, 
which continued by the ſpace of halle an houre. Mhileſt he remained 


in luch thoughts, ſometimes of perſwaſfon it was Philotcheta, which 


froubled his very heart to thinke what ſhould be become of her, that 
be ſeemed fo haue lo her @ences hy the ſight ol ber: remaining in 
many meditations, the Py vaniſhed, and the Sun with exceeding 
Splendaz,diſcloſed the beauty of Penthraſus Pallace, When he ſaw 
no further expectation of danger appꝛoaching, he entred further, to⸗ 
wards the three Gates of Bzalle, -beholding the cur ons wozkes 
fhcreof, thzough which he entred-into the Court, which dꝛew his 
mind into much admiration thereof;Entring the Mall, be beheld the 
two L ons (which kept the Pallage) that with a laire pꝛoſped dil- 
covered the beautyot the Garden. The Lyons no ſwner eſpyed him, 
but they pzcſently my a nople with their Rozing, that all the 
Pallace rung thereof, And Conſtantia hearing the ſame erred out, as 
exceedingly affrighted, The Knight of the Oracle attempted to paſſe 
by them expecting no other but cruell reũ ſtance: pet tontrarp to his 
thoughts, they laid theme lues downe at his kert (as tt were) re ve 
rencing bim: Which when he beheld ok his owne incliuation,he lw- 
led both their Chaines, and they ran loꝛth of the Pallace with excee- 
ding wiltneſte, which amazed him to hehold.

exced all others. The King returned this ant wer. Tell thy aſter, 
he is welcome, and ſhall haue our fr conſent to that he requireth: 
but withall let him take his friendly warning from me. that he bes 
ware what he vndertake, leſt the valour of theſe Knights turne him 
to repentance. The re returned with this anſwer to his Pa 
ſter, who pzelently bung the vayled Picture vpon the body of a faire. 
ſpzeading Dake,himſelfe reſting thereby as a Guardiant, and ready 
focombate him that came next.

the cryed ont loʒ pardon, alleadging ſhe was betraped: but there was 
now no time ol parlep, fo2 all of them were enraged, and as well 
Delfurno as the reft,betoke themſelnes to Armes. But the Nutne 
of Macedonia humbling her ſelfe at ber husbands f&t, Said : Both 


you, mp ſelfe, and all of vs are deceivcd : Honorius yeſternight de⸗ 


clared vnto me, that pou intended pzivily to carry Philocheta from 
hence. Jrequefted him to counſel: me how fo pzevent you, where. 
upon he fold me, that you had appointed to met with him and her at 
Barnards Cell and foz his Patte he had recetved pour Signet, which 
at my earneſt intreaty be delivered me, J thinking to ſurp2ize you 


there, came thither, where the n as J now percetue met 
* BY 2 me 
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me whom J toke to be pour ſelle, and he taking me to be philotheta 
that went to Bernards Cell, J ſtill concealed m ſelle, thinking J had 
not oſtended, but now J ſ& J am betrayed; Lady (gd. he) A willingly 
pardon this fault, having committed the ſame with the Qucen ol Ar- 
menia, and in the ſame manner deceided by Honorius. BheEmperoz 
hearing that, ſent aWelſenger to ſe it Philotheta were in the Court, 
but he returned newes, that both ſhe and Honorius were not to be 
found, The Emperoꝛ then ſaid, that knight hath derei ved vs all, ther⸗ 
fo:e let vs be friends. Contented qd. the King ol Macedonia. By hea« 
venqd.the King of Armenia, J will not beare this diſbondur, but be 
re benged to the full, and canſe the to repent that ever thou ſuſferedit 
ſuch dtſhonour to Armenia. The Ring ol Macedonia could not bzoke 
his wo2ds, but in a rage made this reply. know quoth he, thou art a 
tyꝛant.and regardeſt not the lawes humain noꝛ divine, as may be ſeen. 
dy the vnjuſt title thou layeſt to the Crotone of Ailyria, which is foz- 
ged., and were it not to revenge my Daughters diſhonour and Sons 

beath, J would not haue offered armes againft that wozthy King. 

Therefoze ſince thou aft ſo peremptozy, doe thy woꝛſt, foʒ J regard 
the not. The King bf Armenia went from thence ſetting vpon the 
Macedonians, And the Bing of Macedonia-fozſake his Tents to ves 


fer. d himlelfe, The Emperoz pzelently commanded his Fozces to: |

DOcloratus, Piſor, Cothanes, and many other knights of great eſtœæme cot 
marching thither wards, where they heard ſach cruel! * ir din 
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though the City had ben vtterly veffroyed And being come nere the 


City, thep beheldthe Emperour in the fleld,to whom Perlicles ſent a 
Merald, to certffte him that Perficles was never foe to the Almaigns, 
and therefoze ſent to know if Delfurno had any quarrell agatnft him. 
Delfurno returned anſwer, that he was never foe to Perlicles. Monte - 
lyon was the firſt that entred theCify,and ſet vpon his enemies with 
ſach fury, that many of them loft their liues, and the day being light, 
diſcovered ſuch acruell laughter as eye hath not beheld. The Ning of 
Armenia, and Macedonia wsre then in cruell combat together, bet wixt 
whom, Montelyon ſtept, ſaying : Strius not to deſtrop one another 
but defend ynur ſelaes,fozJ am come to doe that, They knowing him 
to be the Knight of the Oracle, were ſo amazed, as if they had bene 
ſurpzized with a ſudden france, running leuerall wapes to call backe 
thetrSouldiers krom de ſtroping one another, to vefendthemſelaes:but- 
bef62e theꝝ tould ſet themſelues in anp god oder, the Aſſyrians were 
ſo intermingied amongſt them, that befoze they were aware they loſt 
their liues.Palian ſeing themſelues ſo overtaken, perceived it was 
in vatne to ſkriue fox victo2y, ſtole fozth of the City fo Delfurno, intrea⸗ 
ting him not to fozſake them: bat he knowing diſadvantage had leized 
on them rekuled, letting him returne without comlozt, and entring in. 
to the City. he found his father grie voully wounded, and ready to pæld 
to Montelyons Iwoʒd, at whom he ran with ſuch fury, that he wormded 
him in the thigh: Montelyon ling that and knowing him, let dꝛiue at 
him with great courage, and continued combat again him, while 
the Aing ol Armenia began to withdzaw himſelke, Montelyon fing 
that, ſtrwke ſo forcible a blow at Palian, that he aſtoniſht him and with 
that overtoke the King, at the firſt blow cutting in lunder his will 
which had loſt his Gantlet, and at the next thzuſting his (wozd quite 
thzough his body. Palian by this recovered himſelfe, and loking about 
m, beheld his fathers tragedy, ayming himſelfe to revenge, Monte- 
1Y\ſetng bim comming welcommed him with lo cruell a blow, that 
his d wour flew in pieces. Palian would haue done the like, had not 
Montelnns Armour bene of vn wonted ſtrength, but in the end he- 
fled, findit« himſelfe fo weake to refiff him, Perſicles and Delorarus 
all this wle · anged vp and do wn, de ſtroying ſuchas they met,vntill 
at laſt they entuntred the King of Macedonia, and his t wo Sons ac⸗ 
companted with dure other Knights of Macedonia that made excæ⸗ 
ding laughter where they went. Perſicles ran at the Bing, and in the 
1 encounter 
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encounter overth2ewhin, but his eldeſt Son ſtept to his reſcue, and 
with an vnlacky blow wounded Perſicles on the thigh: then began an 
bnequall combat bet wixt them fog thole ſi xe let vpon Perlicles and 
Deloratus , who continued combat againſt them by the ſpace ot᷑ an 
houre, till both ſides were grie voully wonnded,eſpectally Perſicles & 
Deloratus had bled ſo much, that they were ready to faint, Montelyon 
came moſt foztunatelp to their reſcue, who elpying his Father and 
Deloratus in ſuch danger, was ſo fnraged, that he ran at one of them 
with ſach loꝛce, that he ſlew him, and within few blowes,left ansther 
verett of ſence, and offending a third with ſuch puiCant blowes, that 
he could not tell, whether he might ſtay 02 run away, Another ſceing 
that, jopned himlelke in combat with him, continuing it but a ſhozt 
ſpace,fozhe was ſwne ſoſs2e wounded, that he was not able to reſiſt 
Perlicles being ſoze wounded befoze, pet ſo valiantly behaved him 
elke, that one ot them lap dead at his f&f, and the other fled from 
Montelyon: then began a deſolatton in the Hoa ſt. foʒ the Armenians 
cryed flye, fl ye, and ths other kill, that of a ſudden the maſſacre was 
ſo hot, that the Channels ol theCity.began fo run with blood, and none 
could hardly ride 02 paſſe on fat ſoꝛ dead carkafſes, Then began the 
Citizens to run on heapes, the two Qutenes be toke themſelues to 
Aight with Praxentia,but were taken by Piſor.Palian was taken pzi⸗ 
ſoner by Deloratus, and the King of Macedonia, and his two Sons by 
Perlicles and Montelyon. The Souldters that were left,fled fozth of 
the City and hid themſelues in the flelds, and the Citizens, ſo many 
as could eſcape the ſwo2d,vpon theirikntes intreatedPerlicles to ſpare 
their liues, who peelded dpon condifton they would pay to ebery com- 
mon S0uldfer a 1 00,Crowns,and to every Leader 500, which they 
perfoʒmed. P erſicles then ſounded retreat, and dzew his fozces out of 
the City, appointing Garriſons to keep the ſame to his vle.Delfurno 
at his return met him, and offered to conclude a league ot᷑ amity with 
him which he kindly accepted, riding together to the City of Piſos 1 
where they were received with exceding toy, eſpecially Monte! 2? 
to whom all men attributed the glozy of that vito. 

After this victo2y attchieued to the great and exceeding a. plaud ol 
Montelyon. perlicles cauſed all the dead bodies to be pd that 
yelded fo be pardoned, the mapmed to be carryed fo pitals fo be 
cured and e very Souldter to be ſent away well re barded and highly 


contented. And wſthin le w dapes alter the Emperours ol Perſia and ſt 
, Imaigne 
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Almaigae, Perſicles, Deloratus, and all the Nobles there, except Pats 
ſoners, aſſembled fo fintlh the Concluſion of this Controverſte, fo; 
that the King of Macedonia haſted his releafement. When being all 
ſet in a moſt ropall and maje ſticall ſoꝛt the places neare to that ropall 
alſembly being gloztouflp furniſhed with the beauties of ſhining La⸗ 
dies, the Pʒiſoners were bzought in honourable ſozt,and affermanp 
allygattons of wzongs,they by a generall conſent deſtred Montelyen 


to appotnt their ranſome, attributing the gloꝛp of that vicozy to him, 


and therekoze none but he to haue the diſpoſing ol the P2iſoners ran- 
ſome, with that vn wonted gravity, wiledome, and decent behaviour 
re&lded them thankes, as was ſeldome fo be (cert in a night ſo pong. 
Firf, with honourable courteſte embzacing the King ol Macedonia, 
retoi ciling him to his Nucene and the reſt. who had taken offence by 
him, ſetting all fre at libertp, but Palian and Praxentia, impoſing his 
taske vpon them, P alian to marry Praxentia, and ſhe to acquit him of 
the wzongfull accuſation ſhe had lad vpon him, which ſhe pꝛeſently 
perfozmed,yet vtterly denying to marry with Palian. Then the En ⸗ 
perours of Perſia, Almaigne, and Perſicles, deſiring to honeur Mont: - 
lyon, od vp, requeſting him to require any thing of them which he 
further de red, fo2 that aboue all men in the woꝛld they honoured 
zimas he had beſt deſerved, Montelyon deſtring nothing moze then 
Philethetaes loue, pzeſently ſtept to the ſeat where / hilotheta ſate 
like al angell ſhining aboue all the reſt. and taking her by the hand. 
: Faire Lady, doe you agre that Whatfoener J demand, A 
obfaine. Sir, ſaid ſhe,J yeld, as aboue all the reſt bound to ho- 
ur you, as one moſt viwozthy,yet having received moſt : Then he 
ading her downe with greater royalty then ener Paris did Hellen, 
Tequired to be married vnto her, which was applanded with ſo gene⸗ 
| rail a conſenf, that not the blunteſt heart in that afſembv!p, but did 
pe with exceving toy, Not a ſoule diſcontented,none diſquteted, 
'/ butallrefoycing, ſome commending ſome embzacing, and eucry one 
deſirdus to ſhew their loue to him. The dap ofthe marciage apyoin- 
ted and ue wile perfozmed with maze Kopalty, Joy; and Pleaſare, 
then can be exp3eft. 
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
